voting, unprejudiced by the occupying 
authorities. * 

“The government,” Dr. von Seydler 
proceeded, “ had to refuse the Russian 
government’s demand for the evacua- 
tion of the occupied region because of 
the continuance of tH® war on the other 
fronts and the unsettled internal con- 
ditions in Russia. We could not evac- 
uate these territories without endan- 
gering our military interests. 

“ We hope with good will on the Rus- 
sian side all these questions may be 
successfully arranged, because the 
monarehy is inspired by no selfish 
aim.” 

The premier said he was glad to say 
the negotiations with the Ukraine were 
makigg great progress and gave 
ground for hope of a speedy and satis- 
factory’ settlement.

WIN THIS WAX. 
President Wilson in his excoriation of Senator 


Chamberlain makes it clear that he opposes’ 


the creation of A superior war council. A superior 
war council—the senate bill calls it a war cabinet | 
—would be a superior governing body under the 
president. It would know what government ac 
tivities were and ought to be. It would be a focus 
ot authority. It would avoid conflict. It would 
know and it would direct. 

Let the present extraordinary situation be exam- 
ined. The most extraordinary order of the war 
went into general effect yesterday, affecting the 
people directly as nothing else has done thus far. 
This was the coal conservation order. 

President Wilson has formally assumed respon- 
, aay for it. A statement informing the public 
* that the president had been consulted by Dr. Gar- 
dad and that he was in complete agreement with 
the ideas and plans of the fuel director was con- 
sidered exg edient. 

Evidently the administration feared it might 
de thought that Dr. Garfield had p upon 
his own judgment without consultation and with- 
out informing even the president that he intended 
to order the suspension of industry. 

Mr. McAdoo, director of railways, having heard | 
that to him was attributed authority for the order, 
and that it was understood the violent expedient 


originated with him, said that he did not know) 


anything of it until he read it. He believed in 
its wisdom, and he fhdorsed the measure as neces- 
sary in the emergency for the purpose to be ac 
complished.

Machine guns must be considered as weapons of 
emergency. Their effectiveness combined with 
their mobility renderé tiem of great value at crit- 
ical though infrequent periods of an éngagement. 
ONE of the least complicated of familiar things is 
the kitchen stove, or its big Brother the furnace. 
And yet the bureau of mines finds it necessary to 
publish/a bulletin on saving heat, and inform furnace- 
tenders that the way to check a fire ie NOT to open 
the fire door. This, to be sure, slows down the fire, 
but it lets cold air in on the coal, from which, in con- 
@equence, little heat fs realized. As for the check 
dingus in the fire door, that ie as useful as the vermi- 
form appendix.

NGLAND’S richest duke—namely >: 
the Duke of Westminster, who is 
ground landlord of the most valua- 
ble portion of the British metrop- 
olis, after turning over his great town 
mansion, or rather palace, known as 
Grosvenor house, in Mayfair, to the gov- 
ernment for use as offices—has now 
given up hie country seat in Cheshire, 
known as Baton hall, to the state for 
use until the end of the war as a con- 
valescent home for wounded officers on 
soldiers. 
The duke, while fond of his town 
house, has never liked Baton hall. He 
has always looked upon it as a species 
of white elephant and one which does 
not appeal to his artistic sense. His 
grandfather, the late duke, to whom 
it owes its creation in its present form, 
squandered millions and millions of dol- 
lars on the place. He was a born 
builder and simply daft on the subject 
of bricks and mortar. Thus he employed 
his leisure moments during his father’s 
last illness in devising plans for the re- 
construction of Eaton hall as it now 
exists, and his parent had scarcely been 
laid to rest before he set to work to 
tear down the entire place, as it then 
was, and to rebuild it entirely for the 
third time in the space of seventy years. 
~- 
An intensely ornate structure, repre- 
senting a cost of $16,000,000 or $17,000,000, 
Eaton looks vulgar, parvenu, and like a 
hydropathic establishment. The late 
duke's eldest son, Lord Grosvenor, who 
predeceased him and who was the father 
of the present duke, particularly ab- 
horred the place. He frequently declared 
“It took my father ten years to build 
this house, but it won't take me ten 
weeks to pull it down.” He passed 
away before he could put his threat into 
execution. Otherwise Eaton hall would 
have been wholly rebuilt four times in 
the space of fourscore. years. 
The present duke shares his father’s 
feelings about Baton hall. But he did 
not pull it down. He lived there as lit- 
tle as possible, especially after his sep- 
aration from his wife, and has now 
turned it over to the government for the 
use, of wounded officers and soldiers.

Chicago, Jan, 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—Our concern employs about sixty 
men. We derive our power from shav- 
ings taken off the manufactured product 
and have neither bought nor used any 
other kind of fuel In years. By a shut- 
down we are apt to have to buy coal to 
keep the plant from freezing, as our sur- 
plus of shavings is limited. Our trade 
is local, therefore our product would not 
tend to congest railroad operation. 

We laid our case before the local fuel 
board in writing onthe day before the 
five day shutdown Went into effect, ask- 
ing what to do. The only answer we got 
on Thursday was, “ Use your own judg- 
ment.” 

Believing the proper thing for us to do 
would be to operate so as to give our men 
employment and to produce fuel, we con- 
tinued operations on Friday. 

We were ordered to shut down by the 
fuel board Friday afternoon. 

We produce less than one-half of 1 per 
cent of the commodity we make that is 
produced in this country. Theoretically 
that means a loss. of 1,000 tons of coal 
a day if all like manufacturers are shut 
down.

In 
that year the Hohenzollerns might 
have directed, if they had desired, the 
foreign affairs of our country so that 
peace would have been insured in 
Burope for at least fifty years. 

“Prolonged peace would have re- 
sulted certainly in the breakup of our 
military system, and with the break | 
up of our military system the power 
of the Hohenzollerns would come to 
an end. The emperor and his family, 
as I said, clear!y understood this, and 
they therefore in 1912 decided to em- 


bark on a great war of conquest. 


„To do this they had to get the 
commercial community to support 
them in their aims.

Those that seem best to me are: 
„Baked Salt Fish.—Two cups of salt 
fish [flaked], two cups of cold mashed 
toes, one pint of milk, two eggs, 
and two or three tablespoons of drip- 
pings. Soak the flaked fish in cold 
water over night or/freshen the fish 
by boiling up several umes in fresh 
water [usually three times is ‘suff 
cient]. Then simmer until tender. 
Drain off the water. Mix the potatoes 


Add the fish. Turn into a greased bak- 


“Baked Hominy and Cheese.—One 
tablespoon. of oleomargarine or drip- 
pings, one tablespoon of cornstarch or 
two tablespoons of flour, one cup of 


teaspoon of paprika, one-half to one 
cup of cheese, grated, two cups of 
cooked hominy, and one teaspoon of 
salt. Make a sauce of the fat, corn- 
starch, salt, and milk. Add the cheese 
and paprika to the sauce, arrange the 
hominy in a baking dish, and pour the 
sauce over it; cover with crumbs and 
bake twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven. The hominy and cheese may be 
arranged in layers and white sauce 
poured over it if preferred.”

I presume hominy grits is referred to 
here. I like big hominy or samp dest 
myself, and it goes much farther in 
cooking, while you can add just as 
much concentrated extenders to it as 
to fine hominy. Therefore it has 

rather annoyed me that in nearly all 
the conservation literature, official and 
unofficial, merely the word “ hominy” 
has been used to indicate the grits pre- 
sumably. 

In the south they say little hom- 
iny” and “big hominy.” From my 
observation it is easier for the amateur 
to cook the big hominy to the right 
degree, both of wetness and doneness, 
than the little hominy. You must cook 
the big hominy for a long time. It is 
best to cook it right over the least, bit 
of fire in a covered aluminum kettle, 
using eight cups of water to one of 
picked over and well washed hominy. ~- 

If you have a fine jellylike liquid. 
when you are through, as you should, 
you can make corn soup of it, or, with 
eggs, what you may call either a corn 
pudding or a custard. Flavored with 


milk which is not present in it though 
you call it a custard. Bake in small 
custard cups and consider it a meat 
dish though you serve it last in the 
meal. Without sweetening you may 
call it a savory, as the English would, 
and serve as a meat dish.
